(5) - GEOLOGY 


The rocks, underlying the glacial, doposits\.in tne Edmonton 
area are ,sandstonesand sandy shales»that, were deposited in 
the large froshwater lakes which covered the region in an 
age termed Upper Cretaceous by the goological time scale. 
Those sediments, which are named the Edmonton formation, 
aroncosl pearing wiwlhey are the source of,coal,.in such 
centres as Edmonton and Drumheller. Added interest in 
these beds arises from the fact they contain fossil remains 
of the dinosaur.

HISTORY HIGHLIGHTS 


Edmonton's history goes back to 1795 , when the Hudson's 
Bay Company and the North West Company were competing for 
trade in the northwestern portion of Canada, These two 
trading companies erected forts or trading posts within a 
gunshot of each other for mitual protection against the 
Indians, even though they were bitter trade rivals, Near 
the present town of Fort Saskatchewan the North West Company 
built Fort Augustus in 1794, and the Hudson's Bay Company 
built Fort Edmonton in 1795. The name "Edmonton" was taken 
from a suburb of London, England, and adopted by the Hudson's 
Bay Company as the name of their fort. These two forts were 
ebandoned after being destroyed by jIndilans in 1807,)\and re 
established within the present city limits on the north bank 
OF the river. They were again abandoned: in, 1810 and re-~ 
Secupied sin: b819,.. In 1L8e2) othe rivel) trading icompanies 
amalgamated under the name of the H udson's Bay Company and 
named the combined posts Fort Edmonton. In 1825 there were 
two large parks surrounding Fort Edmonton that were used for 
Peeing grain, end the soidkibeing good,) it produced) Large 
erops./of barley, and potatoes, but the spring end fall) frosts 
proved injurious to wheat, The abundance of whitefish in 
the surrounding lakes assured a basic food supply, while the 
proximity of buffalo ‘on the.adjacent plains to the south, 
gave further promise of a plentiful supply of food, 


In 1869 the rights of the Hudson's Bay Company to 
"Rupert's Land" were transferred to the Dominion of Canada, 
and by the agreement of transfer the Hudson's Bay Company 
retained one thousand acres of land around each of their 
principal posts, including Edmonton. The Hudson's Bay 
Company's reserve at Edmonton was surveyed in 18703; the 
area was about a mile from east to west, with the post 
located on the river bank about midway between the boundaries. 
This survey gave a definite starting point at which private 
rights might begin. 


When the question of property rights had been settled, 
first by the transfer to Canada, and then the Hudson's Bay 
Company's survey of their property, the Reverend George 
McDougall, a native of Ontario, who had ministered to 
settlements at Sault Ste, Marie and Norway House, and who 
was now in charge of the Methodist mission at Victoria (now 
Pakan), 80 miles down the river, decided that the time had 
arrived for the establishment of a mission at Edmonton, which 
until then had no Protestant missionary. In 1870 he staked 
two claims for the Methodist Missionary Society, the first 
adjoining the east line of the Hudson's Bay reserve and the 
second next adjoining it to the east. These claims over- 
looked the valley, about 200 ft. above the river, and were 
most attractively situated. A series of nine claims were 
staked along the river bank easterly from the Hudson's Bay 
line, and were taken by the Methodist Church, the Methodist 
Mission, David McDougall, Colin Fraser, John Sinclair, Donald 
McLeod, James Rowland, William Rowland and Kenneth Macdonald, 
On the west side of the reserve Malcolm Groat,staked his claim, 
As there was no one between him and the Rocky Mountains he 
staked a mile square. These claims along with the Hudson's 

Bay Company's reserve occupy 
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the area that in 1892 became incorporated as the town of 
Edmonton. The present city takes in a much larger area, 
butt may fairly be claimed that the steking of the afore- 
mentioned claims was in effect) the founding of the City of 
Edmonton, 


Well built houses of hewn logs with shingled roofs were 
erected on each claim and land was brought under cultivation, 
Which ave on ain vor ‘cividized occupation vin: striking ;contrast 
to that of most other early western settlements. All lumber 
was cut and shingles were made by hand. The first Church was 
built of logs in 1871 with volunteer labor. 


When this settlement was established in 1871, St. Paul, 
Minnesota, USA, 450 miles south west of Winnipeg, was the 
SUDO Ly rbese ror ‘Rupert's “Land, and railroad extension north 
Westward from Ste Paul’ hadlonly begun, «The mail packet. from 
Wirnipes; 900 miles south east. of ‘Edmonton, arrived twice 
during each winter by Hudson's Bay Company dog team. In 
cuumer there was no reculear mail delivery, (letters were carricd 
Dy une Windness of travelling fricndss. There was no,telegraph. 
Porvage-la-Preirie,: GOimilesiwest of ;\Winnipes, was the nearest 
estaplished-séttlement east of Edmonton on the regular travel 
Houte. Under such conditions the settlement of Edmonton had 
Pprostige andrimportance as avcentre and rallying point in the 
Westward march of civilization which was of great value in the 
eoriler*years and which has been meintained. ever ,sines. under 
ere mcnenees or Circumstances, (olujis fairy to believe that, 
when the Reverend George McDougall staked the mission claims, 
hes visioned in some degree the future greatness that would 
foprows tne -erforts then being’ made.) The present city. may 
fairly be accepted as a monument to his enterprise, his judgment 
and his timely activity. Edmonton did not just happen. 
Things happen because someone makes them happen. Edmonton 
grew between 1795 and the present date because from time to 
time there were people who made it grow, Among those people 
who made Edmonton grow were the Honorable Frank Oliver and 
John A. McDougall, botn of whom arrived in 1876. They were 
Dae sTaresl clus zene tOlbuy Lots for business) purposes. - Mr, 
Oliver, in co=op uration with the late Alex Paylor, founded 
the "Edmonton Bulletin" which soon became one of the most 
influential newspapers in the West. Mr. McDougall was possessed 
of remarkable business acumen, and soon became one of Edmonton's 
leading merchants. 


Undoubtedly there is no man to whom Edmonton owes more 
than to the late Hon. Frank: Oliver. As. owner and, publisher 
of the "Edmonton Bulletin", as a member of the North West 
Territorial Council, and as a member of the Dominion Parliament 
and minister of the Crown, Mr. Oliver served his country 
and community faithfully and well. 


Of the factors instrumental in changing that portion of 
the North West Territories, now comprising the Province of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, from a vast wilderness to an organized 
group of settled communities, the construction of railways un- 
doubtedly takes first place. Second only in importance was 
the building of a telegraph line by the Dominion Government 
from Winnipeg to Edmonton, a distance, by the route taken, of 
approximately one thousand miles. This telegraph line was 
constructed in 1876 from Winnipeg to Battleford, and then 
west from Battleford to a point near Hay Lakes, The line 
west of Battleford was not used until 1877. At that time 
Edmonton was a small village, but in 1878 its citizens 
petitioned the Government to extend the line from its terminus 
at H ay Lakes to the village, offering to defray the cost of 
extension if the Department would establish an office. Mr. 
Fuller, the contractor, offered to supply the wire free of 
charge, The offer was accepted, and under the supervision 
of Mr. McKernan, the extension was made with the Hudson's Bay

The year 1885, which marked the establishment of the 
Edmonton School Dist Pricb was, Sicnalized by the outbreak of 
the North West or Saskatchewan Rebellion. Though the 
Rebellion lasted only three months, it carried with it the 
most serious possibilities, There was tragedy enough in 
what actually occurred, but the tragedy would have been 
much greater had the authorities minimized the dangers of 
the situs*ion, or had the need for an adequate military 
force not been so promptly and efficiently met. While the 
suppression of the outbreak has not a large place in 
MRT peryiihis ton, mh wes, neither small nor un- 
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important to the persons immediately concerned, nor to 
bhe country for which it definitely marked the supremacy 
of constituted authority.

Porece Act, ‘The policing of some cities, and towns is 
carried out by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police by arr- 
angement with the Canadian Government and the attorney 
general, By agreement with the federal authorities in 
1952, and subsequent agreements, the R.C.M.P. undertook 
the duty of policing the Province of Alberta and took 
over the duties and service previously performed by the 
Alberta Provincial Police, The Assistant Commissioner 
er tne kh C.M.P. yin carrying “out :the agreement, acts under 
tne direction OF the attorney general, except where 
Federal Stavures or Federal Police are concerned. 


Although all judges of the Supreme Court of Alberta

SCHOOLS sND COLLEGES 


Universi ty of Alberta 
Organization 


The University was created in 1906 by an act of the 
first session of the first legislature of the Province. 
On January ts, 1908, Dr; Henry Marshall Tory began his 
duties as president. The University Senate supervised all 
phases of the institutions activities until 1910 when a 
Board of Governors was constituted and given charge of the 
University's business arfairss “In L942 a’ new! Act reduced 
the®size of the Senate and transferred most of its academic 
fUnetTL One uo tie General” Paculty Council. This body besides 
being-responsible for the academic organization of the 
university administers the licensing examinations of a 
number of affiliated professional societies in the Province, 
the following have served as chancellors of the University 
since its inception; Mr, Justice Stuart (1908=1926); Mr. 
Justice Beck (1926-1927); Dr. A. C. Rutherford (1927-1941); 
Mr. Justice Frank Ford (1941-1942); and Dr. G. Fred McNally 
(1942- ); Presidents of the University have been : Dr, 
He Me Tory (190861928): Dr. R. C. Wallace (192841936); 
Dr. W. A. Re. Kerr (1956-1941): and Dr. Robert Newton (1941- ) 


Buildings. 


Up to LOllvuniversity ¢elasses were. conducted in 
rented premises. The building programme was launched in 
the summer of 1911 with the construction of Athabasca Hall. 
Other buildings were added as follows; Assiniboia Hall, 
1912-13; Pembina Hall, 1914; Arts Building, 1915; Engineering 
feboratories, 1ul9;. and. the Medical Building, 19cl. In 
1922 the nearby Strathcona Hospital became the University 
Hospital, an important factor in the training of medical 
students. Following the great increase in the numbers of 
students at the end of World War 11, a large number of 
army-type temporary buildings were assembled on the campus, 
two large wings were added to the Medical Building (1947- 
1948) and work was commenced on the Rutherford Library, 
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the Students' Union Building, the Provincial Laboratory 
of Public Health, and the new wing of the University 
Hospital, In 1945 the University assumed responsibility 
for all teacher training in the Province, and took over 
the Provincial Normal Schools and their staffs in Calgary 
and Edmonton, After the war the former RCAF drill hall 
on the campus was turned over to the University as a 
gymnasium. 

In addition to the above-ementioned buildings, St. 
Stephens College (erected by the United Church of Canada 
in 1910) and 8t. Joseph's College (built in 1927 by the 
Roman Catholic Church) occupy sites on the campus. 


Method of Financing. 


The University is financed by provincial government 
grants, students! fees and, to a very limited extent, en- 
dowment funds. 


Living Accommodation, 


There are-~three residential halls (Athabasca, Assin- 
iboia and Pembina) with accommodation for 450 students. 
Charges for board and room 1949-1950 amounted to $52 to 
$55 per month. A limited amount of accommodation is av- 
ailable in St. Stephen's and St. Joseph's colleges, The 
University Cafeteria provides full restaurant service on 
the campus. 


Enrolment 


The University's peak enrolment was reached in 1947- 
1948 with 4,941 students attending in the winter session 
and 1,366 in the summer session (1947). The attendance 
figures for 1949-1950 are roughly as follows; winter 
session 4,260; summer session (1949) 1,994 (including 
451 registered in the Banff School of Fine Arts in none 
credit courses).

During the past 
year the Board paid $550 for this service. 


The Board encourages the use of audio-visual aids 
by paying one half of the cost of equipment purchased by 
any school, to a maximum of $150 per year.

The industry, however, has been kept busy 
supplying domestic requirements. Edmonton building permits 
for 1949 exceeded 40 million dollars,more than half of this 
was for housing. 


Northwest Industries Limited operate a large, well 
equipped aircraft repair plant abutting the paved apron of 
the municipal airport. 


It was fromthis airport -in'1922-that Canadian bush 
pilots took off with prospectors, to blaze a trail for rapid 
transportation into Canada's rich and vast undeveloped north- 
land, The airport is fully modern with three runways, radar 
control, 16 hangars, and covers an area of 750 acres.

HISTORY 


Beverly was established as a village May 2end, 19135, 
With Mr, G. C,. Bergman as the first overseer; and incorporated 
as a town August Sth, 1914, with Mr. Bergman as the first 
mayor. Previous to being established as a village, the 
community was part of Sturgeon Municipal District No, 548, 


This community was first established when the Humberstone 
Mine was Opened in 1896. Later, persons employed in Edmonton 
built homes in Beverly in order to evade the restrictions 
imposed by the city's building regulations. 


The town was named after Beverly, Yorkshire, England; 
which was the former home of R. R. Jamison, who was general 
superintendent of the C.P.R,. in Calgary at that time. 


LIVING CONDITIONS 


Residences vary from one to five room frame structures. 
There are 450 houses; sixty houses were built in 1949, Rents 
vary from $15 to $65 per month. About 95% of houses are 
owner occupied. The soil is excellent for gardening. The 
only utilities are electric power and gas mains are now being 
installed. Excepting the schools and the movie theatre, the 
residents make use of the Edmonton facilities for their 
recreation, entertainment and cultural activities. 


ADMINISTRATION 


The town is governed by a mayor and six councillors. The 
mayor is elected by popular vote every two years, and two 
councillors are elected each year for a term of three years. 
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The town's affairs are administered by a secretary- 
treasurer who carries out the policy set by the council. 


The town hall is a one storey frame building that houses 
the secretary-treasuer, police office, fire hall and council 
chamber. 


(10) LAW ENFORCEMENT AND REGULATIONS 


The town employs one policeman full time, and one deputy 
policemen part-time, The town policeman also acts as fire 
ehief. 


The Provincial Town Planning Code is used for the building 
code. However, before any new building or alterations are 
commenced, plans must be submitted to the council's town 
planning committee for their approval,
